His views are interesting in the 
light of the clever scheme advanced 
by the President to enable him im- 
mediately to appoint six new mem- 
bers to the court, with the possibil- 
ity of enlargement of its member- 
ship from nine to 15. 

In an article on the Supreme 
Court, written for the Encyclopedia 
of the Social Sciences, published in 
1934, Prof. Frankfurter said:

The verdict was based on a 
signed statement given police early

Friday afternoon.

WITH FASCISTS, OUTSIDE 
MADRID, Feb. 9.—Spanish insur- 
gents captured Madrid’s highway to 
the coast today, cutting off the cap- 
ital’s defenders: from both their 
Government and source of supplies 
at Valencia. 

The Fascists occupied the 
strategic line ‘of communication, 
about 10 miles southeast of the city, 
after a three-day battle waged in 
intermittent rain and snow. 

(A censored dispatch from Madrid 
quoted Loyalist commanders as 
saying their troops were withstand- 
ing the rebel «ttack in the fourth 
day of fighting. The Loyalists re- 
ported Fascists had not yet reached 
the highway and insisted that, even 
if it were cut, the city had access 
to the east coast by other routes). 

A combined army of Legionnaires 
and Moors took the trenches aban- 
‘doned by the Government troops 
who suffered heavy losses. 

The insurgents fought to push 
their advance detachments beyond 
the confluence of the swollen 

and Jarama rivers’ 
crossed Sunday. 

The cold drizzle, which at times 
turned to snow, criss-crossed the 
battlefield. with rivulets of muddy 
water. 

800 Bodies Reported Found. 

The many dead indicated the in- 
tensity of the battle for the route 
to the sea on which Madrid has 
depended for food. Insurgent com- 
manders reported they counted the 
bodies of 800 Loyalists on the Ciem- 
pozuelos front on the southern edge 
of t“ e sector. 

The successful operation, while 
less spectacular than the capture 
of Malaga on the South coast, was 
considered of greater importance, 

The extension of the line which 
now hems in Madrid on three sides 
was expected by the insurgents to 
facilitate the complete encirclement 
oi. the capital and the . eventual 
success of a new offensive against 
the city. 

General Sees Early Victory.

Pinkerton Detective William H. 
Martin told Senate investigators to- 
day he was instructed to “shadow” 
Edward F. McGrady, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Labor, while McGrady 
was trying to settle a Chevrolet 
Motor Co. strike in Toledo, O., in 
May, 1935. | 

Another witness before the Sen- 
ate Civil Liberties Committee tes- 
tified McGrady had been spied on 
“either for Chevrolet or General 
Motors.” 

The hearing also developed testi- 
mony that the committee’s secre- 
tary had been under surveillance 
of the detective agency it is inves- 
tigating. 

Robert Pinkerton, president of 
the detective agency bearing his 
name, testified his men had not 
“looked up anything” on committee 
members, but that it had “some in- 
formation” on Committee Secretary 
Robert Wohlforth. 


Ethics of “Shadowing.” 


Asked if he considered it “proper” 
to follow Government men, Pinker- 
ton said he “felt we would be jus- 
tified” in “shadowing” agents of 
the committee “if they were trying 
to uncover one of our secret oper- 
atives we were obligated to pro- 
tect” 

“Are you not. nullifying the Gov- 
ernment’s efforts as conciliator, 
when you surround an Assistant 
Secretary of Labor with spies?” 
Senator Thomas asked Pinkerton. 

“That would depend on the use 
made of the information,” the wit- 
ness replied. 

Thomas asserted all efforts at set- 
tlement would be “absolutely inef- 
fective” if the labor organizers’ ten- 
tative concessions were turned over 
to the employer. 

“It might even be worth millions 
to the company,” he said. That in- 
formation would be the most power- 
ful weapon the employer could 
have. It might even make General 
Motors break off negotiations and 
try to smash the strikers, if it knew 
they were weakening.” 

Closed General Motors Account. 

“Is it possible that your spying 
right now in Detroit is breaking 
down the Government’s efforts to 
settle the General Motors strike?” 
he asked. 

“We are not now employed by 
General Motors,” Pinkerton an- 
gswered quickly. “We stopped that 
account on Jan. 31,.” 

Pinkerton was called to the stand 
after his former detective, Martin, 
had testified Pinkerton officers had 
ordered him to take a hotel room 
next to McGrady’s and listen to 
the conciliators’ conversations. The 
attempt failed because McGrady’s 
voice did not penetrate the parti- 
tion. 

On another occasion he failed to 
follow McGrady because he missed 
a cab, Martin said. “I got hell for 
that,” he added. 

Martin said Pinkerton agents ob- 
tained the room next to McGrady’s 
by arrangement with the hotel 
management. He testified Mc 
Grady was supposed to be having 
conferences with various labor lead- 
ers, and he attempted two or three 
times to overhear the discussions, 
but was unsuccessful each time. 

Relating some of his earlier ex- 
periences, Martin said he “shad- 
owed” George Bowen, general or- 
ganizer of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists, at Columbus, 
O., in May, 1930. Names of rail- 
road workers on whom Bowen 
called were turned over to the Cin- 
cinnati office, Martin said. 

. Posed as Workman. 

Later, he said, he was detailed to 
pose as a worker in the Federal 
Enameling & Stamping Co. plant, 
McKees Rocks, Pa., to report on 
an impending strike. 

R. L. Burnside, assistant super- 
fntendent of the Pinkerton Detroit 
office, testified he couldn't re- 
member” instructing Martin to 
“shadow” McGrady.

Brady testified that his under- 
cover agent was operating as a 
member of the United Automobile 
Workers, now conducting a strike 
in Fisher Body and other Genereal 
Motors Corporation plants. 

Brady said he had urged another 
spy, working as nightwatchman in 
the Cincinnati office of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Clerks, to take 
confidential data from that union’s 
files. 

“When you tell someone to take 
secret material from somebody’s 
files, what do you call that?” asked 
Senator Thomas. “That would be 
unethical or sharp practice,” Brady 
answered, 

“As a matter of fact, you were 
guilty as an accessory to petty lar- 
ceny, weren't you?” demanded Chair- 
man LaFollette of Wisconsin. Bra- 
dy’s answer was not audible. 

Brady testified the Fisher Body 
plant informant was Fred Webber, 
who had been in the employ of the 
Pinkerton Agency since 1934. 

Brady reported Webber obtained 
his information through contacts 
with plant workers. 

Thomas said, “You sold the kind 
of service you couldn't rely on and 
men we call big business men 
bought information that wasn't 
worth much.” 

Says Agency Denied “Spying.” 

A committee investigator, Philip 
G. Phillips, described his efforts 
to get information from the Pin- 
kerton Cincinnati office. Officers, 
he said, refused to answer ques- 
tions or let him see their files and 
repeatedly denied they engaged in 
labor espionage. 

Phillips said Brady told him 
“Pinkerton wag superior to all 
other detective agencies, because 
they stoop to iabor spying while 
it doesn't.“ : 

He testified Webber was found 
to be a Pinkerton “under-cover 
operative” hired to spy on the 
United Automobile Workers when 
he was arrested Jan. 11 on com- 
plaint of a i4-year-old girl. He 
was released later. 

Phillips submitted an affidavit 
from E. B. Hillcamp, treasurer of 
U. A. W. Local No. 131 in Nor- 
wood, saying Webber had worked 
in the union office and many im- 
portant documents had disap- 
peared while he ‘was employed 
there,

“Challenge to Law and Order.” 


It will be recalled that on 
Tuesday, Feb. 2, the Circuit 
Court at Flint, Mich., issued an 
injunction and ordered the 
strikers to evacuate the plants 
within 24 hours. It has always . 
been clear that the seizure of 
the plants was illegal, and that 
their continued occupancy was 
solely for the purpose of 
forcing the corporation to ac- 
cept the union’s demands. The 
strikers have refused to obey 
the order of the court. Now 
they are not only violators of 
the law suit, in addition, are in 
deliberate contempt of the court. 
They have openly stated they 
will not obey the law. Naturally, 
such a situation is. be- 
yond the province of General 
Motors. It is a challenge to law 
and order and to the authority 
of the state, which those 
charged with authority must 
deal with according to their re- 
sponsibility. Such were the 
general circumstances under 
which the first meeting was 
held.

Says Union Rejected Vote. 

In order to determine the pro- 
portion of the workers who wish 
to be represented by the union, 
as against those who wish to be 
represented otherwise, the cor- 
poration offered to submit the 
question to its workers, by 
means of a secret ballot to be 
conducted under the auspices of 
the Governor of Michigan. This 
was not satisfactory to the 
union representatives. 

The corporation has insisted 
upon what it believes to be a 
fair and honorable policy, i. e., 
to give opportunity to the rep- 
resentatives of any group of 
workers to negotiate any ques- 
tions with the management, 
with the understanding that any 
advantages accorded to one 
group would be accorded to all 
—conditions being the same.

The St. Louis County Bar Disci- 

a Committee today recom- 
mended that Circuit Judge Julius 
R. Nolte of Clayton revoke the at- 
torney’s license of Wilfred Jones, 
who is in City Jail under 10-year 
penitentiary sentence for his part 
in the mail fraud growing out of 
the great Muench baby hoax, as re- 
quested by Jones. 

When Jones, through another at- 
torney, presented a petition to the 
Court yesterday, tendering his res- 
ignation from the bar, Judge Nolte, 
in doubt as to his authority to ac- 
cept surrender of an attorney’s fi- 
cense, referred the petition to the 
Committee. 

The committee, appointed by the 
State Supreme Court, met today and 
concluded, and so notified Judge 
Nolte, that the authority existed 
since Jones had been admitted to 
the bar in 1903 after an examina- 
tion before the St. Louis County 
Circuit Court. Since that time the 
Supreme Court has established the 
State Board of Law Examiners and 
has become the sole licensing body. 

Jones license to practice law in 
any other court in the State should 
be revoked at the same time as his 
St. Louis County license, the discip- 
linary committee recommended. A 
copy of the decree should be filed 
with the State Supreme Court, it 
said. 

Judge Nolte had the recommenda- 
tion placed on the law docket for 
Saturday “so that everyone who de- 
sires to be heard on the subject 
may have an opportunity.”

Officials, who had thought all but 
a few hundred had obeyed the de- 
¢ree, estimated that about 1500 
women and children had remained, 
confident of the town’s protection. 


‘Highest in 119 Years. 

Never, in the 119 years since in- 
corporation of Cairo—located as a 
point of economic strategy in days 
of river traffic at the confluence 
of the Mississippi and the Ohio— 
had the water risen so high as the 
59.62-foot level reached last Thurs- 
day. But never had Army engi- 
neers so well provided protection 
for the town of 13,000 rimmed about 
by levees 20 feet above some of the 
lower streets. 

As the Ohio swelled, bursting up- 
stream levees and serving notice on 
Cairo by its devastation of larger 
cities above, Cairo accepted the 
challenge. Women, children and 
the infirm were ordered from the 
town. All able-bodied men—law- 
yers, clergymen, merchants among 
them turned to the WPA and CCC 
workers to raise an emergency bul- 
wark on top of the concrete “sea- 
wall” that shielded the town from 
the ominous rise of the Ohio. 

Levees in “Perfect Condition.” 

Workers looked up from Cairo 
streets to see steamboats and 
barges riding outside the levee. The 
water crept up the gauge to within 
less than six inches of the concrete 
wall top for most of its length, and 
dashed against the earthen bulwark 
along a 700-foot lower section. 

Thursday the river began reced- 
ing slowly. At noon today it stood 
at 58.10 feet. Mayor August Bode

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COURT STILL HOLDS UP 
NLRB ST. LOUIS INQUIRY 


Gives No Decision ‘on Appeal 
but Refuses to Vacate 
Temporary Writ. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision at Kansas 
City today, refused to vacate an or- 
der temporarily restraining the Na- 
tional Labor Relations ‘Board from 
investigating alleged unfair labor 


practices at General Motors Corpo- 
ration units in St. Louis. 


The corporation obtained the re- 


straining order, halting the inves- 
tigation, when it appealed last July 
after United States District Judge 
George H. Moore refused to enjoin 
the investigation. The appeal, 
argued and submitted more than a 
month ago, has not been deter- 
mined. Should the Appellate Court 
uphold Judge Moore, the restrain- 
ing order would be dissolved auto- 
matically. 

After NLRB filed its complaint, 
charging the corporation dismissed 
employes for alleged union activi- 
ties, strikes were called at General 
Motors plants, including the Chev- 
rolet-Fisher Body plant here, In its 
motion to set aside the temporary 
restraining order, NLRB said the 
industrial disputes it sought to pre- 
vent had occurred. 

In a statement issued at Wash- 
ington today, the Labor Board said 
that while the stay was effective in 
Missouri it would be unable to con- 
duct a complete inquiry into the 
corporation’s labor relations or to 
hold a company-wide election to de- 
termine employe representation. 

The motion to vacate the tempo- 
rary stay was argued Saturday be- 
fore Presiding Judge Kimbrough 
Stone and Judges Arba S. Van Val- 
kenburgh and Joseph W. Wood- 
rough. 


To Restore New York Pay Cuts.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 9.—Three 
emergency bills designed to restore 
pay of New York City employes pre- 
viously cut, were passed unanimous- 
ly today by both houses of the eLg- 
islature.

Circuit Attorney Approves

A three-judge hearing, by Circuit 
Judges John W. Joynt, Frank C. 
O'Malley and J. Wesley McAfee, 
will be held some time after Feb. 
18, ‘or presentation and argument 
of defense legal objections in the 
cases of 67 persons accused of fe- 
lonious acts of fraud in the primary 
election Aug. 4 last. 

The hearing was proposed by 
Paul Dillon, representing a number

They and Judge Mo- 
Afee, it was learned last evening, 
Consider the plan acceptable, though 


a formal agreement on it was not 
announced yesterday. 


Procedure of Hearing. 


When the proposed field day of 
legal and technical arguments is 
held, the defense lawyers will 
argue demurrers and motions to 
quash the indictments, on points 
of law, and the Circuit Attorney, 
or his assistants, will argue in sup- 
port of the legal soundness of the 
indictments, 

If the three judges overrule the 
demurrers and motions to quash, 
the cases will then be ready to go 
to trial, without the arguing of de- 
murrers on legal points at the out- 
set of each case. 

If the judges uphold the defense 
motions, and rule against the in- 
dictments, the State will have the 
right to appeal to the State Su- 
preme Court to overrule the 
judges’ decision, and reinstate the 
indictments. 

Speculation on Defense Move. 

The desire of the defense law- 
yers, for an early hearing on legal 
points, has given the impression 
that they expect to present in 
their arguments, some point which 
seems to tbem exceptionally 
strong. 

Lawyers familiar with the cases 
speculated today as to what the 
point might be on which the de- 
fense aparently hopes to land a 
knockout punch. It was suggested 
that perhaps the defense lawyers 
would try to show that the de- 
fendants, who are charged with 
felonies, should be charged only 
with misdemeanors. 

The general State law, applying 
to counties throughout the State, 
states, in Section 10,315, Revised 
Statutes, that a Judge or clerk vi- 
olating the provisions of the law 
shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be fined $100. 

St. Louis elections, however, are 
conducted under provisions for 
elections in cities of 100,000 popula- 
tion or more. Sections 10,631-2-3 
state that Judges and clerks vio- 
lating the laws governing their 
duties shall be guilty of felony, and 
shall be punished by two to five 
years’ imprisonment. 

The defense, if it bases its plea 
on this difference between the gen- 
eral State provisions and those ap- 
plicable to St. Louis, would prob- 
ably have to attack the validity of 
the entire article applying to cities 
of 100,000, Article XVII, with 96 
sections. 

In the event that the cases go to 
trial, they would proceed without 
the usual arguments over law points 
at the beginning, as these would 
have been settled in advance. How- 
ever, after the State presented its 
evidence, the usual defense motions 
to quash would be expected, and 
the usual arguments over the evi- 
dence would follow. The three- 
Judge hearing is to dispose of law 
points, not questions of fact.

COMMITTEES 10 MAKE 
THREE STATE SURVEYS 


Senate and House Name Mem- 
bers—Governor to Appoint 
Additional Ones. 


Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.— 
Comprehensive studies of three im- 
portant phases of State govern- 
ment—education, - highways and 
public welfare—will be started im- 
mediately by committees created in 
accordance with Gov. Stark’s rec- 
ommendations to the Legislature 
in his inaugural message. 

Members representing the Sen- 


ate and the House of Representa- 
tives on the three committees were 
appointed yesterday, and Gov. 
Stark announced additional mem- 
bers today. The groups are ex- 
pected to prepare measures for in- 
troduction in the Legislature, 
carrying out such plans as they 
may agree are necessary in the 
fields to which they are assigned. 

As his appointees to the High- 
way Planning Commission, the 
Governor named former members 
of the State Highway Commission 
and representatives of a citizens’ 
road booster association which has 
expressed opposition to the spe- 
cific proposals on road legislation 
made by the Governor, including 
the creation of this committee. 

The Committee on Education will 
inquire into the Governor’s sugges- 
tion for co-ordination and unifica- 
tion of all educational activities in 
the State, a step he declared was 
advisable in view of the rapid 
growth of the school system and 
the increase in funds allotted to it. 

In his inaugural address Gov. 
Stark said school funds should be 
increased as fast as the State could 
afford. 


Stark’s Road Recommendations. 


He proposed that the Highway 
Committee prepare a new road pro- 
gram, including completion af the 
farm-to-market system and of sec- 
ondary roads, the construction of 
additional hard-surfaced roads and 
the creation of a fourth type of in- 
expensive country road. 

The Governor recommended that 
this committee, as well as the other 
two he proposed, submit bills at 
the present session of t*~ ~ egisla- 
ture. 
This policy has been attacked as 
premature by members of the Citi- 
zens’ Road Association of Missouri, 
who urged that the Governor with- 
hold a road program until the com- 
pletion of the official highway sur- 
vey now under way in Missouri at 
a cost of about $5,000,000, and that 
there be no increase before 1939 
in the gasoline tax. 
Senator ockridge of Fayette har 
prepared a bill for State control of 
all roads within its boundaries, 
which would add to the State sys- 
tem approximately 87,000 miles of 
road now maintained by counties 
and local road districts. . 
Welfare Board Proposed. 
Gov. Stark recommended that the 
Public Welfare Committee investi- 
gate the desirability of placing the 
State eleemosynary institutions and 
social agencies under one 
administrative department. 
Wallace Crossley, State 
Administrator, suggested in an of-

MANY NEWSPAPERS SAY > 


PRESIDENT SHOULD SUBMIT 
IIS PROPOSAL TO PEOPLE 


Scheme, It Is Argued, Would Destroy System 
of Checks and Balances Set Up by 
the Constitution. 


Newspapers throughout the coun- 
try continue to comment editorially 
on President Roosevelt's proposal 
to enlarge the Supreme Court, and 
most of the expressions are sharply 
critical. Eacerpts from editorials 
telegraphed to the Post-Dispatch 
follow: 


Detroit News—The President sim- 
ply deemed it expedient to facili- 
tate and speed up the process of 
constitutional “amendment” by in- 
terpretation. However, his method 
of accomplishing this is itself open 
to serious question. First, it is vio- 
lent in a rhetorical sense, and ex- 
tra-legal. Second, there is some- 
thing repulsive in the idea of ap- 
pointing men to the Supreme Court 
merely because they can be trusted 
to look at the Constitution in a 
certain way. Third, it is risky in 
that future Presidents still un- 
known may use this precedent, with 
the aid of a complaisant Congress, 

to give the Constitution their own 
special interpretation. On the whole, 
it seems likely Mr. Roosevelt might 
have won himself a more admir- 
able place in history if he had 
taken the hard, rather than the 
easy, way out of his administra- 
tion’s constitutional troubles. A 
proposal from him to popularize the 
method of constitutional change, 
possibly along the lines suggested 
by Theodore Roosevelt, might have 
met with wide acclaim. Possibly it 
would have not enabled him to 
fully effectuate his legislative poli- 
cies before the end of his second 
term, but it could have stood as 

a monument to his service to de- 
mocracy. 


Detroit Free Press—Some critics 
of his proposal to Congress say 
bluntly that the President desires 
to “pack” the court with men who 
will interpret the Constitution as 
he thinks it ought to be interpret- 
ed. This may seem like a brusque 
way of putting the matter, and too 
extreme, because it fails to take 
into account a presumption that 
whatever his aim, Mr. Roosevelt 
believes he is justified in the de- 
mand he is making. But, however 
that may be—this remains also 
true; if, as a result of deliberate 
planning, for any reason whatever, 
the judiciary ever becomes even 
temporarily a creature of the ex- 
ecutive it will cease being one of 
the three co-ordinate branches of 
the American Government and will 
become a mere subordinate bureau, 
and the whole system of checks and 
balances on which the American 
system is based will be thrown out 
of gear. 

Christian Science Monitor (Bos- 
ton)—The effect of this increase in 
numbers might be to hamper rath- 
er than expedite the work of the 
highest tribunal. Unless the court 
should be broken up into divisions, 
all papers would have to go around 
to 15 Judges instead of nine. The 
fact is that such an increase might 
easily become a precedent for fur- 
ther expansion and the tribunal 
would begin to lose its character 
as a court, becoming instead a kind 
of additional deliberative body. 

“Delay in any court results in in- 
justice,” says President Roosevelt. 
Delays by swamping a now efficient 
Supreme Court with new members 
for political purposes and making 
its progress more cumbersome 
would be ne exception. 

Boston Post — In various dis- 
patches from Washington corre- 
spondents it is plainly hinted that 
the Supreme Court can avoid an 
increase of membership if several 
decisions upholding the validity of 
New Deal measures are handed 
down in the next few weeks. In 
that case the pressure from the ad- 
ministration on Congress will 
lessened, and perhaps the Supreme 
Court angle will be dropped. This 
assumes, of course, that the whole 
reorganization proposition is mere- 
ly a club to force the court to 
agree with the executive and leg- 
islative departments of the Gov- 
ernment. The New Deal belief is 
that the Supreme Court is not a 
separate agency of the Government, 
as the Constitution intended, but 
is a subsidiary branch. Despite the 
fact that the pill is gilded with the 
expressed desire to hasten judicial 
proceedings, the Supreme Court to- 
day is well abreast of its work, has 
not unduly delayed cases, and, with 
a 15-man court, because all cases 
must be heard and discussed by 
the full membership, proceedings 

will be much slower. It is true 
that the lower Federal Courts are 


to remain vacant for a year or 
more? Surely, if the delay annoyed 
him severely, he could have less 


his New Deal mind. This is an eva- 
sive way of attaining an objective. 
Of all our Presidents, only Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt has seen fit to pur-

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Texas Senate Votes Disapproval After House

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 9.— The Texas 
Senate voted disapproval today of 
President Roosevelt’s proposed ju- 


diciary reforms and urged Texas. 


members of Congress to “lend their 
influence and cast their votes 
against passage of such proposed 
legislation.” 

Previously, the House of Repre- 
sentatives had voted more than 
three to one to kill a resolution 
which would have commended the 
President for his proposal that the 
membership of the United States 
Supreme Court be increased, if 
Judges past the age of 70 do not 
retire. 

Senator Weaver More’s resolution, 
offered as a substitute for a more 
sharply-worded one submitted by 
Senator T. J. Holbrook of Galveston, 
was passed, 21 to 3, with one pair. 

The resolution noted the President 
had asked for power to appoint “six 
additional Justices of the Supreme 
Court” and concluded “we believe 
such legislation would not be to 
the best interest of the people of 
Texas or the United States.” 

Texas is traditionally Democratic 
and voted overwhelmingly for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in the last general 
election. 


Maine Legislature Calls Plan At- 
tack on Constitution. 

AUGUSTA, Me., Feb. 9.—Maine’s 
Legislature today memorialized 
Congress to “protect” the Supreme 
Court and Federal judiciary “from 
legislative and executive interfer- 
ence and control.” 

The memorial, which was adopted 
by heavy Republican majorities in 
both the Senate and House, de 
scribed President Roosevelt’s pro- 
posed court reform legislation as a 
“covert attack” on the Federal Con- 
stitution. Minority Democrats in 
both branches tried without success 
to postpone action or kill the meas- 
ure. The vote in the Senate was: 
23 Republicans for, 4 Democrats 
against. 

The Constitution should be 
amended, the memorial said, “only 
through the direct methods provid- 
ed therein, openly and fairly by the 
submission of amendments to the 
legislature or conventions of the 48 
states after a nation-wide discus- 
sion of changes involved.” 

Gov. Lewis O. Barrows will be 
asked to “deliver personally” the 
memorial. 


New Jersey Senate Bill Provides 
Protest to Congress. 
By the Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 9.—A res- 
olution memorializing Congress to 
refrain from passing legislation in- 
creasing the present number of 
Justices of the Supreme Court was 
introduced in the New Jersey Sen- 
ate last night. 

The resolution, offered by Sena- 
tor Charles E. Loizeaux, Republic- 
an majority leader, and referred to 
committee said President Roose- 
velt’s schemé “savors of an appar- 
ent attempt to obtain, by indirec- 
tion, approval of administrative 
policies which have been judicially 
declared unconstitutional by the 
present Supreme Court. It would 
result in undermining confidence of 
the people in our judicial system.” 

United States Senator-elect Wil- 
liam H. Smathers, a Democrat, de- 
claring he would relinquish his seat 
in the New Jersey Senate within 
10 days, commented: “It seems to 
me an amendment could be worked 
out so that the men over 70 would 
not go off all at once, but that the 
change be made gradually over a 
period of years.” 


Michigan Senate Move to Send Pro- 
test to Congress. 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 9.—Con- 
gress was called on to reject Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s proposal for re- 
vision of the Federal Judiciary in 
a resolution introduced in the Mich-

“The life of the Federal Govern- 
ment is threatened by anything 
which tends to break down the in- 
dependence of any of the three 
great departments—executive, legis- 
lative and judicial. 

“The Declaration of Independ- 
ence, itself, puts forth as a promi- 
nent grievance justifiying the revo- 
lution, the subservience of Judges 
to the British crown. 

“An independent judiciary is the 
sole protector of the people against 
illegal or constitutional acts. What- 
ever attacks that strikes at the very 
citadel of popular liberty and the 
temple of private justice. 

“We look to our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to keer 
the faith and ‘to preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of the 
United States.“ : 

Introduction of the - resolution 
started.a sharp partisan debate in 
the Republican-controlled House. 
Democrats said the House should 
not be required to act on such a 
measure on short notice.

“Bleefeld said,” Wendell testified, 
“*We'll burn your eyes out, stick 
a knife in your back and throw 
you in front of the Jersey State 
House.’ 

“They hit me in the back, the 
knees, the stomach, they put lights 
in my face, kicked me,” Wendell 
continued. “My hands were 
skinned and swollen and the hand- 
cuffs hurt. They kept telling me to 
confess, but I told them I had 
nothing to confess.” 

Wendel said he was tortured 
again and again until he signed his 
first “confession.” He wrote sev- 
eral others, he said, until he made 
one “satisfactory,” on Feb. 23. The 
following day he said he was re- 
moved to New Jersey, riding in a 
car driven by Bleefeld.

“As we drove along Fain sang: We 
will understand it better bye and 
bye.’ He told us we were taking a 
‘confidence ride.“ 

She said Fain stopped the car 
about two miles south of town, and, 
turning to Miss Evans, told her she 
had “done him dirty.“ 

O’Dell Followed the Pair. 

“She got out of the car, at his 
request, and walked back of the 
automobile,“ Mrs. O’Dell related. 
She said O’Dell followed the pair, 
hoping to prevent trouble. |

Lewis Drops Ettore Twice for 


Nine Counts; Gains Decision 


In Savage 


15 Round Contest 


By the Associated Press. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 8.—John Henry Lewis of Phoenix, 
Ariz., light-heavyweight champion, won a 15-round decision over Al 
Ettore of Philadelphia, in a non-title bout before 13,000 here last 


night. 

Lewis won after a savage fight 
in which he floored Ettore twice 
for nine counts in the third round 
and finished with a rush in the 
closing rounds after Ettore’s left 


eye was completely closed. 

The result, as was the case in 
their first fight early in January, 
came on a split decision. 

Judge Matt Adgie gave Lewis 10 
rounds and czttore five. Referee 
Leo Houck gave Lewis seven, Et- 
tore four and called four even. 
Judge Spud Murphy called it a 
draw, giving each six rounds and 
calling three even. - 

The first fight, in which Ettore 
was given a split decision, aroused 
a storm of controversy. After five 
days the Pennsylvania Athletic 
Commission changed the decision 
to a draw. The 15-round return 
bout was then arranged. 

* Right to Jaw Drops Ettore. 

. Ettore carried the fight to the 
champion in the first two rounds, 
landing lefts and rights to the head 
and winning both rounds by a wide 
margin. 

Early in the third round Ettore 
momentarily stopped in the center 
of the ring while chasing Lewis 
and the champion whipped over a 
savage right to the jaw which 
floored Ettore. 

Shaking his head, Ettore got to 
his knee at the count of five and 
listened to Referee Houck tolling 
off the count. Timekeeper Joe Cer- 
vino was pounding a hammer at 
the edge of the ring at the same 
time. However, when Cervino 
reached 10, Referee Houck had 
only reached nine. 

Ettore jumped to his feet and 
was motioned by the referee to con- 
tinue. He tried to get Lewis into 
a clinch, but the champion strug- 
gied free and landed a series of 
hard rights to Ettore’s jaw with- 
out a return. Ettore again hit the 
floor for a count of nine when 


Lewis weighed 181, Ettore, 192 1-2.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9, — 
Even though politics is by no means 
absent in the new Stark administra- 
tion, the professional politicians are 
noticeably nervous over the busi- 
ness efficiency atmosphere of the 
Governor’s office, with a virtual 
military discipline prevailing. f 

They are accustomed to the coun- 
try courthouse air of the Park oc- 
cupancy, ending Jan. 11, during the 
four years of which anybody who 
knew his way around the Capitol 
roamed about at will through the 
executive suite. The politician who 
was accustomed to go in through 
the back door and find no 
hindrance to his progress if he had 
the right political lineup just 
can't get accustomed to finding the 
back door locked and being met in 
the front reception room by an ef- 
ficient young woman secretary, to 
whom he must explain his business 
before he can even get to see the 
Governor’s secretary. 

The Governor’s' offices consist of 
five rooms, a huge oval-shaped re- 
ception room with paneled walls, a 
large and magnificent oval mahog- 
any table and deep-nap Oriental 
rugs; beyond that a smaller office 
for the secretary, then the Gov- 
ernor’s private office and behind 
that two large work rooms for the 
secretarial staff. From the secre- 
tary’s office a private corridor leads 
back to the office of the Secretary 
of State, with doors leading into the 
public corridor and into the work 
rooms. 

Throughout the Park administra- 
tion the doors from the public cor- 
ridor into the private corridor al- 
Ways were open, as was the door 
from the public corridor into the 
big reception room, and that be- 
tween the reception room and the 
secretary's office. 


Park Kept the Doors Open. 
Only total strangers used the re- 
ception room. Never was there 
clerk or secretary to greet a visitor 
who entered it, and seldom was 
there a secretary in the next room. 
One could sit or walk about the 
room for hours without knowing 
what to do to get attention. 
The way in was through the back 
door. In àa work room was a sec- 
retary and the office force and 
usually the door into the Gov- 

ernor’s private office was open. 
Now those accustomed to the old 
ways try the back doors in vain, 
Giving up the effort, the office 
seeker enters the reception room, 
‘where he is met by a young woman 
with a pleasing smile. He learns 
the Governor is busy and the secre- 
tary is busy, too. If the visitor 
will just explain the business he 
has with the Governor, the secre- 
tary will be informed and perhaps 

an appointment can be arranged. 
Is it a matter of an appointment 
to office? Will the ‘visitor just 
fill out one of these forms? The 
young woman takes a blank ques- 
tionnaire from a large pile on her 
desk. She is sorry but it is one 
of the Governor’s rules that all ap- 
plicants for positions must fill out 
a questionnaire before the applica- 
tion can be considered. | 
A hasty glance convinces the ap- 
plicant that to answer all the ques- 
tions will require considerable time. 
He must tell a lot of his personal 
history, his age, his birthplace, how: 
long he has resided in the State, his 
political affiliation and how long 
he has been a member of his party, 
the extent of his education, his re- 
ligious affiliation, his occupation, 
his present employment and the 
salary he receives, a statement of 
his special training and spe- 
cial experience, the position for 
which he is applying, with space 
for first, second and third choices, 
his previous employments and the 
salary received, previous State or 
Federal jobs he has held, a list of

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed today the 
$950,000,000 relief-deficiency bill 
which Congress finally passed yes- 
terday. It carries $789,000,000 intend- 
ed to keep at least 2,580,000 persons 
on WPA jobs until June 30. 

Other funds provided in the bill 
are: Civilian Conservation Corps, 
$95,000,000; 1937 seed loans, $50,000,- 
000; miscellaneous, $16,000,000. 

Should any WPA money be used 
for emergency flood relief, Congress 
will be asked to reimburse the relief 
agency in a later deficiency meas- 
ure. 

Disagreement over a House rider 
which would. have prohibited 
use of regular departmental ap- 
propriations to pay salaries of per- 
sonnel lent to congressional inves- 
tigating committees was the chief 
difficulty. Both Senate and House 
made last minute concessions and, 
as finally approved, the rider mere- 
ly would prohibit the borrowing of 
certain personnel from relief agen- 
cies, effective 30 days after enact- 
ment of the bill. 

Representative Woodrum (Dem), 
Virginia, a member of the House 
Appropriations Committee which 
fought for the rider, said the cam- 
paign for an end to the practice 
would be pressed when the inde 
pendent offices appropriation bill, 
now pending in the Senate, reaches 
the conference stage. 

The rider met serious opposition 
in the Senate because it applied di- 
rectly to Senate committees inves- 
tigating railroad financing and 
civil berties violations. Both were 
operating with borrowed person- 
nel and leaders said the prohibi- 
tion would cripple their activities. 

Opponents of the proposal in the 
House contended it would ham- 
string congressional committees, 
but Chairman Buchanan of the 
House Appropriations Committee 
asserted the only purpose of the 
rider was to require investigating 
committees to make above board 
requests for funds.

He admits 
the possibility that there exist “elder Judges” who 
are not “in fact incapacitated.” 

But if we accept the President’s assumption, the 
fact remains that his plan would permit the appoint- 
ment of men 69 years old, and these men could re- 
main on the bench for 10 years, until they were 79, 
‘before it would be possible to appoint “coadjutors” 
for them. 

Again, the President, as an argument for his plan, 
complains that the Supreme Court, in the last fiscal 
year, declined to review 717 of 867 cases presented to 
it, or 87 per cent. Waiving the point that many of 
these petitions are frivolous and that the law in the 
case of many of them is so well-established that it is 
not worth restating, as pointed out by Solicitor- 
General Reed, the President evidently wishes the 
Supreme Court to hear more cases in the interest 
of “full justice.” So we have him, on the one hand, 
undertaking to lighten the burden of Judges and, on 
the other hand, suggesting their work be increased. 
Presumably, the job of hearing all the cases sub- 
mitted to the court would require, not 15 Justices, 
but 30, 60 or 100. 

What will the size of the court be under the 
President’s plan? No one knows. Lawyers in gen- 


as many as 15 men, believing that number impossibly 
unwieldy when it comes to the business of making 
decisions. Felix Frankfurter is on record as saying: 
“Deliberation by the court is the very foundation of 
sound adjudication. . 
that to enlarge the size of the Supreme Court would 
be self-defeating.” . 

But it is by no means certain that, under the 
President’s plan, there would be 15. It would be pos- 
sible for the court to remain at nine members, 
this in event all six of the present members past 70 
should resign: Where would that leave the Presi- 
dent’s argument that more Justices are needed? 

So loose is the President’s plan that it is impossible 
to forecast just how many Justices would hold Su- 
preme Court seats (the membership could be in- 
creased by any number from one to six), and it ad- 
mits of the undesirable possibility that the Justices 


might constitute an even number—10, 12 or 14—thus 


giving rise to potential deadlock. It would give rise 


decisions on the validity of Federal statutes, whether 
even division would leave a law valid in one juris- 
diction and invalid in another. 

The point is also made that, while the President 
grounded his plan partly on consideration for poor 
litigants, he failed to recommend anything to reduce 
costs, so that suits would be just as costly after 
reorganization as they are now, with the possible say- 
ing that might be made by shortening the duration 
of litigation. 

So, as these inconsistencies and loopholes and un- 
certainties are examined, the fact emerges with the 
greatest of clarity that what the President is under- 
taking to do is to rid himself of that part of the 
court which refuses to rubber-stamp the. unconsti- 
tutional legislative proposals of the New Deal, 
though, of course, in order to validate NRA, key- 
stone of the New Deal arch, he would have to pack 
the court with 10 new members who would do his 
bidding.. The obvious, immediate and certain effect 
would be to permit the President to name six new 
members—and that is the effect he is interested in. 
‘We repeat that the President has outsmarted him- 
self. He has been enmeshed in his own passion for 
cleverness. And even though his “reorganization 
plan” is rammed through Congress, destroying the 
independence of the judiciary and paving the way 
for a kind of dictatorship, it will not be without a 
new insight into the President’s character that must 
give pause even to so loyal and devoted a following 
as is his.

Packing the Supreme Court 


* 


President's plan is described in editorial as effort to run around a fundamental of 
our Government; would make Supreme Court subject to will, or whim, of the 
executive; criticising suddenness of move, paper asks whether Roosevelt would 
have won great electoral majority if people had dreamed of such an intention.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, in the most 
P fundamental and far-reaching proposal 
he has made, asks authority to appoint 
a controlling number of new Justices to the 
Supreme Court. This demand overshadows 
the excellent brief analysis he has made of 
weaknesses in the Federal judicial system 
and the need of reform in methods. 
President Roosevelt has no difficulty in 


showing that our Federal judicial system is 


in need of reform and strengthening. Men 
able and experienced in court work, pre- 
eminent among them the late Chief Justice 
2 have been showing that for years, 

U — 

Not one thing Mr. Roosevelt adduces is 
new; not one example of need of reform has 
occurred in the past year. Yet no hint of 
proposed change of the court system, no 
whisper of it, was uttered in the Democratic 
platform of last June or in the campaign 
a Roosevelt conducted up to last Novem- 

* 

There is the first thing which hits the 
mind in this sudden proposal to make 
changes which would give Mr. Roosevelt 
immediately the appointment of a control- 
ling number of Justices of the Supreme 
Court. 

Here is a proposal so fundamental and 
far-reaching that in importance it ranks 
above many proposed constitutional amend- 
ments, Yet not a word of it has reached 
the public. It comes from a President who 
has repeatedly insisted that his reforms all 
could be accomplished “within the frame 
work” of our present Constitution, Yet it has 
not been discussed at all in the hearing of 


the people. 


This is a proposal to run around and nul- 
lify a fundamental principle of our Govern- 
ment by a simple act of Congress. That is 
the long and short of it. The Constitution 
says that “the Judges, both of the supreme 
and inferior courts, shall hold their offices 
during good behavior.” . The framers of the 
Constitution had not anticipated the subtle 
scheme of retaining these Judges but nulli- 
fying their judgment by appointment of 
enough other Justices to offset it. 

No such change, no change of one-tenth 
this importance, should be undertaken by 
a Congress which has not one word of in- 
struction from the people on this subject. 
It was not even raised in the campaign. 
Mr. Roosevelt had a great majority in the 
election; he has a great Democratic major- 
ity in Congress. Does anyone anywhere 
think he would have had such a majority 
in the election or in Congress if he had an- 
nounced a purpose of asking personal con- 
trol of the Supreme Court? 

To the impropriety of proposing a funda- 
mental change without public discussion is 
added the impropriety of the change pro- 
posed. What is it? The President would 
have the power to appoint a Judge for ev- 
ery Justice of the Supreme Court who has

To offset five Justices who might frown 
on some statute desired by the President, he 
could appoint five others of Mr. Roosevelt's 
way of thinking. And he could replace 
Judge Brandeis with his sixth appointment. 

This amounts to making the Supreme 
Court subject to the will, or the whim, of 
the executive, And the most fundamental 
thing in our whole system has been the 
checks and balances of an independent leg- 
islative, executive and judicial authority. 
The President now has control of the leg- 
islative; he reaches out for the judicial, 

The argument for all this is that usually 
men at 70 have not the physical and mental 
powers of 50. That is all the argument. All 
the rest is a showing of weaknesses in our 
judicial system. But it does not show, or 


even attempt to show, that the Roosevelt . 


scheme is the only remedy, or a good rem- 
edy, or any remedy at all. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
scheme is a means of making a particular 
President supreme. 


* * * 

There is nothing “liberal” in this. Ask- 
ing for supreme power never is liberal. Six 
Judges chosen by one man at one time in 
order to insure approval for particular ob- 
jects he has in mind are not likely to be the 
six best men, or anywhere near the “best.” 

This proposal of Franklin Roosevelt in 
few words is a proposal to “pack” the Su- 
preme Court. And there is all too much 
reason to fear it would prove a way to 
“stack” the Supreme Court. 

Much else could be said. Presently the 
older men of the court will retire or die. 
The court will always tend to come down 
to nine men, And if the President chooses 
young, vigorous men, his Roosevelt-select- 
ed majority of six may remain for 20 years, 
through the terms of five or even more 
Presidents following him. . 

We are asked to accept this overnight, 
without a word of discussion with the pub- 
lic, not even so much as a “fireside” chat. 
But a constitutional amendment would al- 
low time for full discussion and require the 
assent of 36 states. 

Senators and Representatives, whether they 
got in by clinging to the President's coat- 
tails or not, may reflect that they are com- 
ing back presently to voters to whom they 
never even suggested overthrowing the Su- 
preme Court. The body they are asked to 
deliver to the President is the guardian of 
those voters’ rights of freedom of speech, of 
assembly, of religion,

Drivers’ Licenses 


From the Chicago Daily Tribune, 


HOSE who are opposed to the suggested 

drivers’ license law on genera! principles 
because it appears an infringement on per 
sonal liberty will do well to examine the 
statistics compiled by the National Safety 
Council. 

The State of New York has a drivers 
license law functioning with steady effi- 
ciency. In the city itself, the number of 
motor vehicle deaths per 100,000 people for 
the past year was 10.4, whereas a compar 
able figure for Chicago was 21.2 fatalities 
Critics will immediately suggest that few 
inhabitants use their cars on the city streets, 

The analyst should next turn to the State 
wide records which show a New York death 
rate of 19.7 per 100,000 population, while 
ilinois State roads take a toll of 28.6 lives 
for the same number of drivers. 

Massachusetts has had a strong license 
law for many years. Its rate for the first 
10 months of 1936 was 16.9 deaths per 
100,000 population, as compared with 286 
for Illinois. Also by interesting contrast, 
Boston's death rate of 14.2 is comparable to 
Chicago's 21.2 fatalities. 

The bill is not advanced as a cure-all, but 
if drivers’ license will accomplish for Chi- 
cago and the State of Illinois what it has 
for New York and Massachusetts, the sav 
ing of lives should outweigh any scruples 
based on principles of liberty and certainly 
any objections that are tinged with com 
mercialism,

OW comes Katharine Hepburn, 
N seroine of the cinema, in the 

Theater Guild’s “Jane Eyre,” a 
piece which St. Louis is privileged 
to see ahead of New York and 
which, in the inscrutable future of 
the theater, May never go to—or on 
—Broadway. 

The play, a kind of melodramatic 
romance, is scarcely enough to keep 
lobby conversation going between 
the acts and doubtless does not re- 
quire Miss Hepburn to sit up days 
reading Miss Bronte’s novel, or the 
authorities of literature and his- 
tory, to build a characterization. 
As an adaptation of a famous 
novel, it is a fair synopsis, nothing 
more. 

Yet to patrons of the American 
Theater one thing must be clear 
about Miss Hepburn. In person, she 
is a graceful, radiant actress, even 
more than she is on the screen, 
where she can have every aid of 
invention to reap the best from her 
abilities. Although she is to a cer- 
tain extent typed as her usual 
weepy female in “Jane Eyre,” what 
we have come to accept as the 
Hepburn personality is less exagger- 
ated in this instance. 

If she lacks identity with Jane 
and I think she does to a degree 
it is Miss Jerome’s fault more than 
hers, or perhaps the inevitable re- 
sult of trying to transcribe a first 
person novel to an objective dra- 
ma. Jane of the musty pages is 
more fortright, less daunted by dis- 
appointment, less long-suffering, 
more explosive. Yet with every 
chance to exhibit the mincing steps, 
fluttery hands, nibbling enunciation 
and quivering chin that are her 
accoutrements for Hollywood, Miss 
Hepburn makes little show of 
them. She is a prim, quaint and 
wideawake Jane, with occasional 
fierceness and a ringing, metallic 
voice that made a highly social 
first-night audience pay attention. 
In short, Miss Hepburn has the last 
word to all that c’ atter that echoed 
across the country when she did 
“The Lake” several seasons ago. 
She has every right to the thea- 
ter and as a star. 

The Guild’s production is so at- 
tractive as to be deceiving. The 
main stage setting, of the library 
at Thornfield Hall, simply flowers 
with furniture, :angings and deco- 
ratior., the one other scene in Moor 
House is effective by contrasting 
simplicity. New and gleaming cos- 
tumes, even appearances of the 
cast conceal the truth that the play 
has little to tell other than a Vic- 
torian love-affair, and that with- 
out much surprise or fury. 

Six of the seven scenes are set 
in the library at Thornfield Hall, 
where, it will be recalled, the little 
governess, Jane, went to ‘take 
charge of Mr. Rochester’s ward, 
Adele.

ord to this effect,” he asserted. 

James Piper of Baltimore, at- 
torney for the Virginian Railroad, 
argued that “a forced conference” 
between employers and employes 
“will not produce industrial peace.” 

On the other hand, Frank L. 
Mulholland of Toledo, O., attorney 
for a group of employes of the 
railroad, asserted the Railway 
Labor Act was intended to promote 
industrial peace by providing a 
method for adjustment of disptues. 

The Fourth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals had directed the railroad to 
bargain with disignated representa- 
tives of system federation number 
40 of the railway employes depart- 
ment of the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Justices Ask Questions. 


Chief Justice Hughes and Jus- 
tices McReynolds, Sutherland and 
Van Devanter asked technical ques- 
tions to clear up various points yes- 
terday, but the questions give no 
indication of their attitude. 

Questioned by McReynolds and 
Sutherland, Piper said that if cer- 
tain “backshop” employes were 
eliminated from its effect the act 
would be a regulation of interstate 
commerce. 

But he added that it “abridged 
the constitutional right to freedom 
of contract.” 

“Congress can go farther in reg- 
ulating interstate carriers than in 
regulating private industry,” he 
acknowledged. “But that does not 
commit all of a railroad’s business 
to congressional control.” 

In response to questions by the 
Chief Justice and Justice Van De- 
vanter, he said the railroad could 
be “restrained from coercion” but 
that there was “no basis” for the 
decree of the lower court.

“unconstitutional in its entirety” 
because “it attempts to regulate la- 
bor relations between carriers and 
employes engaged solely in activ- 
ities intrastate in character, which

ROOSEVELT PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO IDEALS OF BOY SCOUTS 


Says City of Tents Will Arise in 
Capital for Jamboree to Be Held 
June 30 to July 9.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt paid tribute to the 
ideals of the Boy Scout movement 
yesterday and invited 25,000 Scouts 
to spend 10 days “under canvas” in 
Washington next summer. 

He said in a radio address a 
“city of tents” would “rise in the 
Capital actually within the shadow 
of the Washington Monument” to 
provide living quarters for a jam- 
boree to be held June 30 to July 9. 

A similar jamboree scheduled 
here in 1935 was called off because 
of an infantile paralysis epidemic. 

The President expressed disap- 
pointment because of the previous 
cancellation, but declared “we are 
going ahead with plans which I am 
confident will result in a demon- 
stration on the part of boyhood, 
the like of which has never been 
seen before in this country.” 

Speaking on the twenty-seventh 
birthday of the Scout organization, 
Mr. Roosevelt said he liked to think 
that thousands of men—some enter- 
ing middle age—“found it to be 
true that ‘once a Boy Scout, always 
a Boy Scout.’ ”

In developing ruffing winners 
you should seek to create ruffing 
situations in which you can use an 
otherwise worthless trump. A trick 
won by ruffing with an otherwise 
worthless trump is known as a 
ruffer, 


The technique of establishing ruf- 
fers is to lead your shortest suit 
until your hand contains no more 
cards of that suit. Then when your 
partner leads the suit (or when an 
opponent leads the suit) you can 
ruff. When you are playing the 
hand as declarer you usually will 
find that the trumps in your hand 
can be established either as long 
suit or as honor winners. You need 
not attempt to ruff with such cards, 
except when forced to ruff or to 
lose the trick. But trump cards in 
the dummy usually will fall, use- 
less, on your own high and long 
trumps unless you create ruffing 
possibilities for them,

There are a multitude of life situations 
which tend to cause this chronic state of 
unrest which we call worry. To the sen- 
sitive, imaginative child the thought of 
death may become a source of extreme 
anxiety. At a very early age children 
develop many unusual behavior problems 
that originate from this fear of impend- 
ing doom, One child refused to eat any 
food he did not see prepared fearing that 
it might be contaminated with something 
that would make him sick. Another 
child insisted on repeatedly washing his 
hands that he might not be infected with 
germs that would kill him. A third 
youngster would lie awake for hours fear- 
ing that if he went to sleep he might not 
wake up. This anxiety followed his in- 
quiry as to what happened when people 
died and he was told “they just went to 
sleep and didn’t wake up.” 

The lives of many children are made 
miserable because of their dread of hav- 
ing to compete with others. It matters 
not whether it be on the playground or 
in the class room—the idea of having to 
participate in any activities where judg- 
ment is to be passed on their own abil- 
ities as compared with that of their con- 
temporaries creates for sensitive children

Mary’s mother’s insistence upon her be- 
ing dressed according to the mode for 
10-year-old girls in 1910 instead of the 
prevailing styles of 1936 was a source of 
deep humiliation and extreme anxiety to 
the child which resulted in Mary's fail- 
ure in her school work. 

For reasons that are not always ap- 
parent, certain children develop an over- 
whelming anxiety about their conduct in 
relation to other children and toward 
their teachers. It is an over-conscien- 
tiousness that fills them with doubts and 
misgivings as to whether they have said 
or done the right thing, and if what they 
said was understood as they meant it or 
whether someone was going to think they 
had not told the truth.

OMEN the world over want 
W to know why the face wrin- 

kles, flesh stays firm on the 
rest of the body. Because muscles 
and fibers elsewhere are exercised, 
of course. They contract and re- 
lax, forcing the blood streams to 
a state of activity. And it is upon 
the blood streams that every cell 
of the body is dependent for re- 
pair and nourishment. 
The best way to insure the facial 
upholstery against the wear and 
tear of existence is to give it a 
brisk musclo-strapping now and 
then. There’s no sense in letting 
old man Time get in his mean 
whacks. Forestall them. Birth- 
days are no help in any beauty 
campaign. 
Muscle-strapping is done in 
beauty shops, but if the pulchritude 
budget does not permit that luxury

Begin with a clean skin surface.

The best treatment in the first 
stage is the use of a steam kettle 
to inhale either steam or medicat- 
ed steam. Such a “kettle” can be 


arranged best by using a large- 


sized rubber tube, about six or 
seven inches long. An ordinary 


metal pitcher is used *o put the 


boiling hot water in; and the tube 
is introduced through the lip of the 
pitcher, and the whole covered with 
several layers of bath towel. The 
patient simply takes the tube into 
his mouth and breathes the steam 
in. This saves irritation to the skin 
around the nose and lips, and is 
also a more comfortable procedure. 

In order to medicate the steam 
a few drops of compound tincture 

Of benzoin, eucalyptus or  Friar’s 
balsam may be used. 

In addition to this, a compress 
over the chest of hot cloths or 
some guch hot application as anti- 
phiogistine or Denver mud is very 
grateful. Ointment containing cam- 
phor is a grateful counter-irritant, 
and also volatilizes the camphor, 
which is inhaled and acts as a 
steam application.
